In Southern Japan 
TOKYO. Thursday , Sept. 7 (/¡P)— 
An Air Force transport plane ex­ 
ploded on takeoff today from an 
airfield in southern Japan. Eleven 
person.s. including three correspon­ 
dents for International News Serv­ 
ice, were believed killed. 
The three I N S correspondents 
were Prank Emery . Charles Ro.se- 
crans and Ken Inouy e They board­ 
ed the twin-engined C47 in Toky o 
last night and the passenger mani­ 
fest showed they had not left the 
plane. 
Four crewmen and ten pas­ 
sengers were on the plane when 
it left Toky o. Three iwrsons got 
off before the ill-fated takeoff
